can

farmers how to make the soil 
test, the agronomy department at 
the University makes the tests, 
and

schools test the soil. 


The University agronomists say 


that if a light application of lime 
is made, one ton or less of ground 
limestone, the material should be 
incorporated in the top soil in 
which legumes are to be seeded. 
If the seeding is to be made in 
wheat, the lime should be worked 
into the surface soil while the 
seedbed is being prepared for the 
wheat. 
Heavier applications of 


limestone can be made at any 
point in the crop rotation preced- 
ing the seeding of the 
legume.

COLUMBUS, Sept. 17 — Ohio 


potatoes have been helped by re- 
cent rains, and E. B. Tussing, spe- 
cialist 
in vegetable gardening, 


finds some good looking fields in 
the state although an examination 
of the plants shows a light set of 
tubers in most cases. 


The latest government crop re- 


port shows that prospects for po- 
tatoes in the nation on Septem- 
ber 1 were better than on August 
1, when the pervious crop report 
was issued. The total crop now is 
expected to be about 311,000,000 
bushels, which is an increase of 
17,000,000 over the August 1 esti- 
mate. 


Prospects for Ohio growers ob- 


taining Maine seed potatoes are 
quite good. Mr. Tussing recently 
completed a trip 
through 
the 


Maine potato growing sections and 
found the fields in fair condi- 
tion. An outbreak of late blight 
which had affected some fields 
was checked by weather condi- 
tions while the Ohio specialist was 
in the state. 


Plenty of seed potato buyers 


were evident around the hotels in 
the Maine potato growing area. 
One of the buyers was a repre- 
sentative of the Argentine gov- 
ernment. 
Growers in that South 


American country are having the 
same difficulties now with potato 
diseases that producers in the Uni- 
ted States had 20 years ago, and 
they are attempting to remedy the 
trouble by obtaining seed from 
disease-free stock. 


A program of special interest 


for Ohio potato growers is planned 
for the field day to be held at the 
Apple Creek State Farm, six miles 
southeast of Wooster, Tuesday, 
September 22. Most of the day 
will be given over to insepction 
of various practices in raising po- 
tatoes but there will be a short 
speaking program after lunch.

All tog ether 
this makes up 
the perfected 
eye of the ver- 
tebrates.

this perfected 
eye differenti- 
ates itself ac' 
cording to the 


varied necessities of life of each 
kind of animal. 
The eyes of the 


fishes, for instance, are always 
washed and kept clear by the me- 
dium in which they live. 
When 


animals got up on dry land their 
eyes had to endure drying winds 
and dust and dirt, and If the tear 
glands had not been developed to 
wash all these foreign particles 
away and lubricate and moisten 
the surface of the eye, land crea- 
tures must necessarily hav^ gone 
blind.

in the eye of a fish in tropica: 
America, 
named 
Anableps. 
II 


swims on the surface of the water 
in searclT~of insects. It has pro- 
truding eyes, and each one has a 
horizontal 
band across it that 


comes just at the water line as the 
fish Is swimming. The upper par' 
of the eye is adapted for vision 
above the water, th« lower par' 
for vision under the water. This 
double vision decreases the visual 
distortion that would occur with 
the double medium.

Bird Has Special Problem 


Birds have a special visual prob- 


lem. They move swiftly far abov 
the ground, and need far-sightei 


yes to avoid collisions. 
Then, 


ince they live on small particles 
f food, insects and kernels of 
grain, they must see their food 
rom the air. A grain of corn that 
he human eye can see only at a 
ew feet can be seen clearly by a 
ird from one hundred .yards. Na- 
ure has provided for these needs 
by giving the birds eyes that are 
omewhat pear-shaped—like hu- 
man far-sighted eyes, except more 


o. The eagle is eagle-eyed, all 
right, but a human being would be 
most uncomfortable with an eagle's 
eye. 
He probably could not read 


at all. 


The pupil in grazing animals— 


the zebra and horse—is a horizon- 
:al slit which makes it easy for 
the animal to see out of the cornea 
of the eye while grazing, and be 
warned of the approach of an. 
enemy. 


The cat's eye is a vertical slit. 


It is supposed that this is useful 
to a nocturnal feeder, who must 
jump into the air and into trees 
after its prey. The vertical slit 
allows it to soe up and down with- 
out motion, just as the zebra's hor- 
izontal slit allows it to see from 
side to side. 


The rabbit's eyes seem to be 


supersensitive to motion. If you 
stand perfectly still and watch a 
wild rabbit it will do nothing, but 
start walking and it is off like a 
streak of lightning. 


From all of these adaptations we 


must suppose that the human eye 
is best adapted to human life. But 
civilization made some demands 
that Nature was not prepared to 
meet, so man's inventive genius 
stepped In. What he did will be 
disclosed tomorrow.

This batter will be 
thin. 
Pour into a 9 by 12 inch 


pan and bake in a moderate oven.

until the sugar is melted 
When 


the cake is removed from the oven 
and while still in the pan spread 
the frosting over the hot cake. 
Return the cake to the oven un- 
til the frosting bubbles.

they were deeded in 1897 by the 
republic of Hawaii, which followed 
the monarchy before the annexa- 
tion of the islands to the United 
States in 1898. 


Acting Governor Hite is having 


the throne room rearranged in 
keeping with the glamour of the 
former in the portraits of former 
rulers on the wails, tail mirrors 
and huge crystal chandeliers, as
